N.I.  evolved  from  an  area  which  has  long  been 
a "hotbed”  of  numismatic  activity  - the  Dallas-Fort 
Worth,  Texas  metroplex.  The  founders  planned  well 
and  with  much  foresight  and  gave  generously,  both 
in  time  and  finances,  to  see  N.I.  through  periods 
of  dire  straits  to  its  present  success. 

One  can  almost  draw  an  analogy  between  the  bringing  up  of  a child 
and  the  care  and  attention  which  N.I.  received  from  its  founders.  In 
its  infancy,  N.I.  had  to  be  constantly  nurtured.  Its  financial  health 
was  precarious  at  best.  At  critical  periods,  the  founders  often  stepped 
in  with  gifts  and  loans.  The  "first  steps"  N.I.  took  were  indeed  modest. 
The  first  N.I.  Bulletin^  consisted  of  several  mimeographed  sheets.  A 
far  cry  from  today's  professionally  written  and  printed  product! 

Many  of  you  know  the  accomplishments  of  N.I.  to  date  but  for  'the 
benefit  of  the  newer  members  I will  attempt  to  enumerate  several  of  the 
many  highlights  during  the  past  ten  years. 

From  the  outset  N.I.  has  always  striven  to  fulfill  its  name. 

With  the  help  of  commercial  publications  and  the  personal  efforts 
of  many,  the  existence  and  purpose  of  N.I.  was  spread  to  remote  comers 
of  the  globe  - wherever  a collector  could  be  found  who  shared  its  ideals . 

Mail  bid  sales  were  initiated  to  benefit  the  collector  who  lacked 
ready  access  to  numismatic  markets.  If  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the 
international  aspect  of  N.I. , as  an  aside,  I might  note  that  the  last 
mail  bid  sale  conducted  by  N.I.  had  more  overseas  members  than  U.S. 
members  as  participants. 

This  will  be  the  third  straight  year  in  which  N.I.  will  have  repre- 
sentation at  the  national  convention  of  the  American  Numismatic  Associa- 
tion. N.I.  also  had  representation  at  the  International  Numismatic 
Congress  held  in  the  U.S.  this  past  year. 

N.I.  also  sponsored  the  First  Numismatic  Tour  of  the  U.S.S.R.  during 
the  past  year.  The  importance  of  the  visit  was  underscored  by  the  Frank- 
lin Mint  which  commemorated  the  event  with  a silver  medal. 

The  third  N.I.  published  numismatic  reference  is  just  now  off  the 
press.  N.I.  always  has  had  the  courage  to  publish  topics  not  deemed 
to  have  the  greatest  commercial  popularity.  If  the  topic  is  one  that 
is  scholarly  and  contains  information  needed  by  collectors,  it  meets 
the  criteria  for  publication.  Inasmuch  as  N.I.  is  a non-profit  organ- 
ization, its  authors,  editors,  and  mailing  staff  are  not  compensated. 

It  is  strictly  "a  labor  of  love". 

N.I.  is  one  of  the  few  Internal  Revenue  Service  recognized  non- 
profit educational  numismatic  organizations.  Only  by  being  tax  exempt 
can  N.I.  hope  to  continue  to  supply  numismatic  items  at  their  lowest 
possible  cost  to  the  membership.  This  achievement  during  the  past  year 
by  one  of  the  founder  members , helps  insure  future  growth  during  the 
next  ten  years.  To  the  following  founder  members  who  have  maintained 
an  active  interest  in  N.I. , I express  our  most  heartfelt  thanks  on  the 
behalf  of  the  membership:  William  E.  Benson,  K.T.  Edwards,  James  L.

LEBANESE 

COINAGE 

by  Granvyl  G.  Hulse,  Jr. 


JHE  COINAGE  OF  MODERN  LEBANON  CAN  ROUGHLY  BE  DIVIDED  INTO  FOUR 
parts  which  parallel  the  political  history  of  that  nation 
since  it  and  Syria  were  occupied  by  French  troops  in  1918. 

At  the  end  of  World  War  I the  League  of  Nations  gave  Lebanon  to  France 
as  a mandate.  In  1924  the  first  series  of  coins  designed  for  Lebanon 
appeared  bearing  the  title  "ETAT  DU  GRAND  LIBAN".  Subsequently,  when 
France  gave  Lebanon  a republican  constitution  in  1926  the  titles  on 
the  coins  should  have  changed  accordingly.  Interestingly  enough,  only 
those  issues  designed  after  1926  bear  the  name  "REPUBLIQUE  LIBANAISE". 
The  earlier  series  continued  to  be  struck  unchanged  except  for  dates 
until  both  were  discontinued  at  the  end  of  1940  when  Lebanon  was  cut 
off  from  France. 

During  World  War  II  a critical  need  for  coinage  developed  and  to  off- 
set this  the  third  series  of  apparently  local  manufacture  were  issued 
bearing  the  name  "LIBAN".  Also  during  this  period,  Lebanon  was  pro- 
claimed an  independent  nation  though  still  under  French  control  until 
1946  when  the  last  of  French  troops  were  withdrawn. 

The  fourth  and  present  series  with  new  or  altered  designs  date  from 
1952.  These  coins  bear  the  name  "REPUBLIQUE  LIBANAISE"  as  did  the 
second  series. 

It  is  regrettable  to  state  that  despite  the  relative  recent  date  of 
several  of  the  later  Lebanese  issues,  complete  information  concern- 
ing them  is  not  available.  Any  one  who  can  answer,  or  find  errors, 
in  any  of  the  following  entries  is  requested  to  contact  the  author.

A HAPPY  MILESTONE  FOR  NI 

NI  is  now  celebrating  its  tenth  anniversary.  I 'm  not  sure  how 
many  of  the  founders  who  gathered  for  the  first  meeting  back  in 
1964  even  considered  that  NI  might  still  be  in  operation  in  1974, 
but  here  we  find  ourselves,  bigger  and  busier  than  ever.  With 
all  the  recent  excellent  publications  on  world  coins  and  all  the 
dealerships  handling  foreign  material,  it  seems  clear  that  in- 
terest in  international  numismatics  is  here  to  stay.  Since,  in 
coin  club  affairs,  as  everybody  knows,  the  first  ten  years  are 
the  hardest,  NI  ought  to  be  able  to  look  forward  to  a good  many 
more  years  following  everything  in  numismatics  from  Afghanistan 
to  Z amb i a . 


At  this  halfway  point  in  1974,  it  might  be  well  to  review  some 
aspects  of  the  coin  sales  for  the  first  six  months.  Most  of 
March,  April,  and  early  May  were  unbelievably  hectic;  spare 
time  was  non-existent,  and  we  fell  a bit  behind  in  filling 
orders.  However,  as  of  now,  we  have  all  orders  from  the  January 
through  March  lists  out  of  the  way,  and  April-May  orders  are 
about  95%  filled.  Orders  were  quite  heavy  on  the  Philippine 
25  Piso  Bank  Commemorative  and  the  Canadian  Olympic  sets.  We 
regret  having  to  disappoint  several  members  on  the  Philippine 
coin  and  the  Canadian  sets  in  regular  uncirculated  condition. 

We  are  still  trying  to  get  more  of  the  former  item,  and  in  this 
issue  we  are  relisting  the  Canadian  types  in  the  special . holders . 


Not  many  new  issues  came  to  our  attention  this  month.  We  do  have 
the  new  Canadian  1974  coins  to  offer  (the  final  lines  of  last 
month's  "Notes"  were  supposed  to  refer  to  these,  but  the  word 
"Canadian"  was  inadvertently  dropped)  . Concerning  the  new 
Venezuela  10  Bolivares,  the  price  at  present  is  incredibly  high, 
and  we  have  had  to  postpone  listing  it.  Iceland  has  some  in- 
triguing new  crowns,  and  we  probably  will  be  able  to  list  these 
soon.  While  on  the  subject  of  intriguing  crowns,  what  in  the 
world  is  the  situation  on  the  Czech  Jungmann?  In  spite  of  re- 
peated efforts  NI  has  never  been  able  to  purchase  a single  one. 


We  hope  the  list  of  singles  is  interesting  this  month.  We  have 
tried  to  select  some  unusual  items  from  the  Craig  and  pre-Craig 
eras.  Several  of  these  are  in  excellent  condition. 

Because  of  the  slow  delivery  of  the  Bulletin  recently,  this  issue 
will  be  printed  and  mailed  about  two  weeks  earlier  than  usual. 

For  this  reason,  we  cannot  get  the  mail  bid  list  to  you  this 
time.  However,  the  August  Bulletin  will  also  be  mailed  very 
early,  so  you  will  receive  it  in  plenty  of  time  for  bidding.

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Chinese  emergency  money 

TAI  CHIA  FU  PI 
(or  Shanghai  notgeld)

In  the  annals  of  monetary  history  it  seems  that  nothing  has  been  more 
chaotic  than  Oriental  money.  This  is  especially  true  of  Chinese 
money,  and  more  particularly  during  the  Republican  era,  1912-1950. 

In  China  a dollar  is  a very  large  sum  to  millions  of  people;  perhaps 
a weeks'  wages.  Chinese  money  was  basically  an  intrinsic  value  sys- 
tem. Each  coin  used  to  purchase  a product  or  a service  was  evaluated 
according  to  its  intrinsic  value,  metal  content,  weight  and  the  price 
of  the  metal  content  at  a specific  time  and  location.  It  was  truly  a 
haggling  system.  The  cent  was  the  basic  unit,  but  this  was  further 
divided  into  a "cash"  (a  ten  cash  coin  is  called  a copper  cent). 

About  300  coppers  equalled  a dollar  in  silver,  thus  "cent"  is  hardly 
the  proper  term  for  these  copper  coins.  Added  to  this  general  con- 
fusion on  monetary  payments  was  the  lack  of  a uniform  national  cur- 
rency system  until  1935*  Prior  to  this,  a purchase  of  a small  item 
such  as  a loaf  of  bread  might  involve  dozens  of  different  types  of 
coins,  from  the  old  square-holed  single-unit  cash  of  the  Empire  to 
the  various  types  of  copper  coins  minted  in  the  Provincial  mints. 

Each  coin  had  to  be  evaluated. 

In  1935;  the  Nationalist  government  felt  strong  enough  to  impose  a 
uniform  national  currency  system.  In  actuality,  the  government  was 
not  that  strong,  as  large  areas  of  China  were  only  nominally  governed 
by  the  Nanking  government,  and  the  currency  was  basically  a token 
currency.  Coins  in  the  subsidiary  category  were  composed  of  nickel, 
or  copper-nickel,  and  were  not  intrinsically  at  par  with  their  face 
value.  Only  in  the  large  commerical  centers  were  they  accepted  at 
face,  as  the  traditional  Chinese  would  riot  accept  them. 

The  major  commercial  centers  were  basically  coastal  port  cities  such 
as  Shanghai,  Ningpo,  Canton  and  others.  These  cities  had  been  opened 
as  treaty  ports  in  the  19th  century  and  contained  areas  of  concentra- 
tion of  foreign  nationals,  and  were  properly  called  the  "international 
settlements".  Naturally,  the  foreigners,  composed  mainly  of  Western 
businessmen,  highly  favored  a national  currency  system  which  is  a 
major  ingredient  for  the  facility  of  trade.  However,  the  commercial 
centers  were  to  reap  the  benefits  of  a national  token  currency  for 
only  a few  short  years,  for  in  the  Orient,  World  War  II  got  an  early 
start  on  the  rest  of  the  world. 

In  1937,  following  the  Marco  Polo  Bridge  incident,  hostilities  erupted 
between  the  Japanese  armies  and  the  Kuomintang  forces  in  North  China 
and  later  in  Shanghai.  The  better  equipped  and  trained  Japanese  quick 
ly  conquered  North  China,  including  Shanghai  and  Nanking,  then  the 
capital  of  Nationalist  China.  The  Nationalists  moved  their  capital 
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to  Chungking,  allied  themselves  with  the  Chinese  Communists,  and  waged 
an  anti-Japanese  war  which  lasted  until  19^5* 

The  war  greatly  affected  the  monetary  situation  in  the  commerical 
centers.  Coin  hoarding  was  introduced  at  a time  when  the  normal  sup- 
ply of  coinage  was  seriously  interrupted  anyhow.  Chungking  was  not 
about  to  supply  the  Japanese-occupied  cities  of  Shanghai  and  Nanking. 

The  Japanese  coinage  on  the  other  hand  was  unpatriotic.  This  remained 
even  more  so  of  the  Japanese  Puppet-State  coinage  of  the  several 
Puppet  States  formed  in  occupied  China. 

Therefore,  with  war,  occupation,  hoarding  and  poor  coin  circulation, 
enter  "Tai  Chia  Fu  Pi". 

This  term,  Tai  Chia  Fu  Pi,  literally  means  "substitute  value  subsid- 
iary coinage". 

What  caused  the  coin  hoarding  and  the  acute  coin  shortage  in  the  major 
commercial  centers  of  China?  It  was  the  belief  that  the  intrinsic 
value  of  the  coins  would  eventually  be  worth  much  more  than  their 
market  value  as  a war  material.  War-waging  requires  a considerable 
amount  of  copper.  Hoarders  foresaw  the  possibility  of  a quick  profit 
in  speculating  in  copper.  And,  indeed,  many  Chinese  coins  found 
their  way  to  the  melting  pots  during  this  time. 

The  disappearance  of  small  change  meant  a hardship  on  the  poor,  it 
seriously  interrupted  the  day-to-day  business  of  the  small  business- 
man. At  first  it  was  the  lowly  cash  coins  that  disappeared,  but  this 
soon  was  followed  by  the  cent  pieces.  The  Chungking  government  did 
make  an  effort  to  alleviate  the  situation  by  sending  batches  of  half- 
million  dollars  in  small  denominational  notes,  even  as  low  as  five 
and  ten  cent  values,  but  these  rapidly  became  as  scarce  as  the  coins. 

The  coin  scarcity  progressed  unabated. 

Naturally,  the  populace  resorted  to  ingenuity  in  the  face  of  adversity, 
just  as  the  German  populace  did  during  World  War  I and  as  man  has 
often  done  in  other  times  and  at  other  places. 

Three  methods  were  used  to  alleviate  the  coin  shortage.  First,  certain 
coins  and  tokens  already  in  use  for  specific  purposes,  such  as  bus 
tokens,  were  put  into  general  circulation.  Secondly,  new  tokens  were 
made.  Thirdly,  paper  chits  or  coupons,  or  tokens  if  you  please,  were 
issued. 

The  first  category  consisted  of  bus  and  amusement  tokens.  These  were 
well  made  tokens,  as  they  had  been  meant  to  serve  their  company  or 
firm  for  a considerable  period  of  time. 

The  second  category  consisted  of  small  value  tokens  which  were  general- 
ly conceived  to  serve  the  immediate  needs  of  their  issuers.  Many  of 
these  were  of  lesser  and  poorly  made  materials.  They  soon  became 
current  and  were  taken  at  face  value  everywhere.  One  bus  company  that 
had  seen  its  well  made  tokens  disappear  into  general  circulation  began 
issuing  a very  crude  aluminum  set  of  tokens  in  the  values  of  1,  2 
and  3 cents.  The  U-S.  Fourth  Marines  Club  in  Shanghai  issued  several 
nice  brass  tokens. 

Metal  tokens  are  expensive  and  are  not  easily  minted  on  a small  scale. 
Moreover,  all  metals  remained  scarce  due  to  the  war.  These  metal  tokens 
soon  moved  aside  for  paper  coupons  or  tokens. 
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Larger  firms  printed  these  paper  tokens  by  the  tens  of  thousands. 

The  smaller  businesses  issued  rubber-stamped  coupons.  Some  of  the 
issuers  attempted  to  keep  within  decent  bounds  with  hand  signatures, 
efforts  to  validate,  rubber  stamps  of  the  firm,  hand  numbering  and 
the  like.  Paper  also  became  scarce,  so  at  times  coupons  and  tokens 
and  script  were  printed  on  the  reverse  of  cigarette  packages,  gum 
wrappers,  and  the  like. 

Also,  the  wording  on  the  scrip  or  coupons  often  mimicked  that  of  an 
official  bank,  with  clearly  defined  purposes  for  their  issuance,  and 
statements  to  their  exchangeability.  Most  notes  had  one  side  printed 
in  Chinese  and  the  other  in  English,  as  was  the  general  custom  with 
Chinese  banknotes.  Some  coupons  and  paper  tokens  can  be  found  in 
other  languages  depending  on  the  location  of  the  business  or  shop, 
that  is,  in  the  German,  Italian  or  other  ethnic  areas  of  the  commercial 
center. 

Following  are  a number  of  examples  of  these  paper  coupons  and  tokens 
that  circulated  in  the  commercial  centers  of  China.

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Eventually  there  was  a flood  of  such  paper  coupons  and  scrip,  but 
it  has  been  reported  by  contemporaries  that  the  supply  was  sufficient 
to  keep  the  smaller  or  lesser  wheels  of  retail  business  in  full 
swing. 

There  are  no  known  catalogs  of  Chinese  Emergency  Money,  metal  tokens 
or  paper  scrip  from  this  period.  Only  bits  and  pieces.  No  records 
will  be  found  on  these  monetary  items  of  emergency  or  substitute 
issuance.  The  issuance  of  paper  scrip  was  so  large  that  the  general 
authority  on  Chinese  paper  money,  Chinese  Banknotes,  by  Ward  D.  Smith 
and  Brian  Matravers  (1970)  omitted  them.  In  fact,  Mr.  Fauldner, 
writing  in  19^-0,  had  already  predicted  that  "it  would  be  an  impossible 
task  to  make  an  exhausive  collection  of  all  this  imitiation  money". 

Mr.  Fauldner  also  felt  that  this  episode  in  the  life  of  Shanghai 
was  drawing  to  a close;  little  did  he  surmise  increased  appetite  of 
the  Japanese  imperialists  and  the  authors  of  the  Greater  East  Asian 
Co-Prosperity  Sphere  I 

The  only  recourse  left  to  the  collector  of  the  emergency  money  of 
China,  which  can  only  be  accomplished  by  accumulation  of  specimens 
of  his  own,  is  the  compilation  of  his  own  catalog. 

One  cannot  put  a final  end  to  this  chapter  of  Shanghai  emergency 
money  with  any  degree  of  certainty.  "After  the  War"  might  serve  as 
a catch-all  for  the  period.  However,  it  might  well  have  been  ca.  1941, 
when  the  Japanese  formulated  their  Sphere  idea  and  perhaps  forced 
Shanghai  to  take  their  issue  of  monies  in  the  name  of  their  Puppet 
government.  But  if  this  is  so,  that  is,  that  such  emergency  issues 
ceased  after  1941,  they  most  probably  arose  again  following  the 
Japanese  defeat  and  evacuation  and  the  Communist  takeover  of  the 
mainland. 

It  is,  in  short,  a period  which  has  received  little  or  no  attention.

Numismatics:  An  Ancient. Science,  by  Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli  (1565); 

Museum  of  History  and  Technology  (Smithsonia  Institution)  Bulletin  229; 
Paper  32;  U.  S-  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington,  D.  C.;  102

I found  this  book  at  the  Los  Angeles  County  Museum  while  I was  visit- 
ing there  in  1972-  It  looked  interesting;  and  at  the  price,  I couldn't 
refuse  it.  The  authoress,  and  her  eminent  husband,  Vladimir  Clain- 
Stefanelli,  are  and  have  been  for  many  years,  curators  of  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution's  numismatic  collection.  What  she  has  done  is  to 
give  an  historical  survey  of  numismatics  from  Greek  and  Homan  times 
to  the  present.  It  is  a fascinating  story  of  Kings  and  Princes, 
scholars  and  peddlers.  Supplementing  the  work  are  many  illustrations 
of  noted  personalities  in  numismatics,  especially  those  of  the  l4th 
through  19th  centuries,  of  old  coin  cabinets  and  various  types  of  coin 
displays.  Also  of  importance  is  the  26  page  bibliography.  The  book 
is  arranged  in  the  following  sections:

This  edition  published  1973  by  Spink 
and  Son,  Ltd.  and  the  Organization  of  International  Numismatics,  in- 
cludes an  addenda  by  Mark  M.  Salton.  ^>11  pages  plus  ll4  page  addenda.

About  five  years  ago  I started  compiling  a dictionary  of  every  denomi- , 
nation  used  by  every  country  of  the  world  from  the  beginning  of  coin- 
age to  the  present.  Each  term  was  put  on  a file  card,  and  information 
about  its  etymological  origins,  its  places  of  usage  and  its  value, 
was  added  as  I uncovered  it.  After  three  and  a half  years  of  work,  I 
found  a copy  of  Frey's  Dictionary  of  Numismatic  Names  and  discovered 
much  to  my  dismay  that  Frey  had  compiled  the  very  same  sort  of  diction- 
ary more  than  50  years  ago.  And  so,  I threw  my  plans  for  a dictionary, 
along  with  the  1260  file  cards  I had  accumulated,  into  the  closet 
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and  turned  to  other  things.  There  must  be  a moral  to  this  story,  but 
so  far  I haven't  found  it. 


Anyway,  Frey's  Dictionary  is  a monumental  work  listing  thousands  of 
terms,  and  now,  thanks  to  OIN,  it  is  available  to  us  all.  The  original 
Frey  work  is  simply  an  alphabetical  listing  of  terms,  from  ABACIS  to 
ZWOLFGROSCHER,  and  is  quite  useful  in  itself.  But  added  to  this  is  a 
20  page  addenda  of  terms  that  are  either  new  or  that  were  not  listed 
in  the  original  work.  The  second  part  of  the  work,  entitled  "Glossary 
of  Numismatic  Terms"  by  Mark  M.  Salton,  is  a page  list  of  numis- 
matic terms  expressed  in  English,  French,  German,  Italian  and  Swedish. 
This  section  will  be  useful  to  the  collector  in  understanding  books 
or  auction  catalogues  in  one  of  those  languages.  A useful  book  to 
anyone  who  collects  world  coins.
